The ria 
conditions, in New England are highly favorable lo 'sliedp 
raising', there being no better pasturage in the world than! is 
io be found on the hills and mountains of this part 'of t)i& 
coimlry. But for difTerenf.rcasons the keeping of sheep has 
become an almost forgotten part of New England farming, 
'Like (he production of beef, it is an industry that moved !-lo 
the West years ago, and today a Hock of sheep on a New Eng- 
land! farm is liltle less than a curiosity. 


The common explanation is that dogs are responsible for. 


the well nigh total disappearance of sheep from the farms pf! 
New England, and wifhoul'doubt their depredations have hac.r 
considerable to do with the change (hat has come about. '"Yd! 


• it is a question -whether dogs are responsible for the abandon- 


ment of sheep raising to such an extent as is commonly be-'- 
lieved. . Without doubt the^dng is one of the causes, but it iS 
equally- certain -that there are' Others. 
• ' , ' It may be natural to wonder why witli wool, mutton' and- 
lanib commanding such prices as they do now the farmers of 
Mew England are not. giving more attention to sheep, but it 
must be remembered thai conditions have not always 'been 
what they are now. Farmers who used lo keep sheep', recall 
Ihe time when they had hard work in selling their wool at ;a 
price which made its production anywhere near profitable. 
.The eastern markets have always paid good prices for lamb, 
but. to make sheep husbandry profitable the farmer must be 
able' to get something for his wool and his old sheep as well 
as -for his early spring lambs. 
When the time came that it 


was difficult to do fhis while dairying was paying well most 


• of Ihe'' sheep farmers disposed of their flocks and slocked Iheir 


farms with cows. 


As conditions are now sheep would pay well. if if were, not
